In  the  year  1983  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
303,717,177  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.58%.  They 
received  a total  of  $40,310,330.51  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.27 
per  hundredweight  for  all  milk  sold. 

In  the  year  1984  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
285,301,940  pounds  of  Grade  'A1  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.57%.  They 
received  a total  of  $39,397,831.87  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.81 
per  hundredweight  for  all  milk  sold.  (These  prices  represent  payment  before 
freight  allowances  from  farm-to-pl ant  were  withheld  and  does  not  represent  North- 
west Dairymen's  Association  production  or  value.)  Northwest  Dairymen's  Associ- 
ation producers  produced  an  additional  17,361,198  pounds  of  milk  in  Montana  during 
this  period.  The  milk  tested  at  an  average  weighted  test  of  3.56%  and  the 
producers  received  a total  of  $2,315,554.74  gross  before  freight  at  a weighted 
average  blend  price  of  $13.34.  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  producers  pro- 
duction is  marketed  by  Gallatin  Dairies  Inc.,  but  producers  are  paid  by  an  out- 
of-state  cooperative  in  Washington  State. 

Producer  and  producer-distributor  licence  applications  indicated  that  there 
was  an  average  for  this  year  of  23,184  Grade  'A'  dairy  animals  in  Montana  (this 
number  includes  those  belonging  to  Montana  producers  living  out-of-state  and  pro- 
ducers living  in-state  selling  to  an  out-of-state  cooperative). 

These  23,184  cows  produced  302,663,138  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  (an  average 
of  13,054  pounds  each  at  an  average  butterfat  test  of  3.56%.  The  number  of  cows 
belonging  to  producers  was  22,794.  This  includes  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association 
cows  and  out-of-state  cows  whose  production  is  sold  into  the  State  of  Montana. 
Their  production  (NWDA)  was  17,361,198  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  (an  average  of 
13,202  pounds  per  cow)  over  the  period. 

Based  on  figures  from  a provisional  estimate  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the 
population  of  Montana  for  the  year  was  824,000.  The  cost  to  consumers  for  the 
Milk  Control  program  (based  on  fluid  consumption  only)  was  $.002765  per  quart. 
Converting  all  milk  products  used  by  consumers  to  milk  equivalents  (including 
cottage  cheese,  ice  cream,  hard  cheese  and  butter)  the  cost  of  the  program  to 
consumers  was  $.001891  or  approximately  1.9  mils. 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a total  expenditure  by  this  agency  for 
the  calendar  year  1984  or  $250,686. 

Per  capita  consumption  or  fluid  milk  in  Montana  using  the  above  population 
figures  was  237.14  pounds  or  110.04  quarts.  Per  capita  consumption  of  all  milk 
products  was  346.56  pounds.
